Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Glass, III et al. (U. S. 
Pat (5,178,820). 

Glass, III et al. show a steam generator 26 with a deployment and support device 12, a 
head raising and positioning means 32, a head 1 12, an arm 14 which are arranged same as 
claimed. 

3. Claim 28 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Brooks et al. (U. S. 
Pat. 5,265,129). 

Brooks et al. show an upper bundle nuclear power plant steam generator cleaning and 
inspection system comprising a deployment and support device including means 12 for 
positioning a head 32 within a flow slot about the upper bundles of a steam generator and a lance 
16 affixable to the support device deployable deployable between the tubes when the lance is 
located between the tubes (see Fig. 20.)
